Bonkes on the pampas of South
America have many enemies. Burrow-
ing owla feed on them, and so do herons
and storks, which kill them with n
blow of their javelin beaks. The ty-
t bird picks up the young snake by

The Inrge liz-
ard of the pampas, the igunna, is a fa.
mous snake killer., It smites the snake
to death with Its powerful tall. Mr,
Hudson in his “Naturalist In La Pla-
ta" tells this story:

One dny a friend of mine was riding
out looking after his eattle. One end
of his lasso was attached to bis saddie,
and the remalnder of the forty foot
line was allowed to trall on the ground,
The rider noticed a Iarge lguana Iying
apparently asleep, and, although he
rode within a few inches, It did not
stir. But no sooner had the rider pass-
ed than the tralling lasso attracted
the lizard's attention, It daslied after
the slowly moving rope and dealt It
A successlon of violent blows with its
tall, When the whole of the Insso,
severnl yards of which had been pound.
ed In valn, had passed by, the lguana,
with uplifted head, gazed after it with
astonlshment. Never had such a won-
derful sunke crossed its path before.

THE HEDGEHOG.

The bedgehog Is the possessor of
tastea which, like Sam Weller's knowl.

After awhlle, when
the bhedgehog feels that his antagonist
has exhausted his power, It once more
opens out and makes a bite at the sd-
der's back, thereby breaking its spine.
It then proceeds to crunch the whole
of the reptile’s body by means of Its
powerful jaww, and after that it Is
snid to start at the tall and devour its
prey.
